France's Growing Isolation.

NE tangible result of the visit of the Spanish diriai'.r. 


Gen. Primo de Rivera, to the Italian dictator. Sijfnor 


Mussolini, is that Spain will buy military airplanes fn..m 
Italy and will turn its attention as soon as possible to the 
reorganization of private industry so as to be able to 
transform it into war industry. 
Behind this si-.nple an- 


nouncement there seems to lie what amounts to a Spanish- 
Italian agreement-. That agreement is aimed primarily to 
offset French influence. 


While Italy and Spain have been coining together 


Italy has been playing up to Switzerland, offering her a 
free port in the Gulf of Genoa and supporting the Swiss 
in their controversy with France over the free /.one in 
Upper Savoy. In the meantime Belgium has been draw- 
ing away from France as much as it dares, the Flemish 
population being deeply opposed to the Poincare policy 
and the Walloons divided in their support of it. 
Holland, 


which is greatly injured by the destruction of Germany, 
is s t r o n g 1 y anti-Poincare. as are the Scandinavian 
countries. In Eastern Europe lies Russia, utterly opposed 
to Poincare and what he represents. Between Russia and 
Germany lies Poland and all the Little Entente. loyal tu 
France by conviction and by necessity, but. as they show- 
ed in the Corfu incident, no longer willing to follow 
French leadership on all matters. Just outside of Europe 
stands the British Empire, utterly opposed by material 
interest and in popular feeling to present-day policy, hesi- 
tating on the verge of a break with France, which may 
ultimately make Great Britain the leader of the greater 
part of Europe in its rebellion against the destructive 
domination of France. 


Never has France been more fundamentally insecure 


than she is as a result of her attempt to achieve security 
without consideration of her interests or the safety of- 
Europe. Face to face with Imperial Germany, she had 
the world on her side. Today, victorious and dominant 
in Europe, she is steadily ranging the greater part of 
Europe against her.
